Their hunting in Summer differs radi- 
cally from that in Winter with nearly 
all kinds of game. A<piatlc fowl nro 
Hying in myriads In every direction) 
and for a few wicks 1 1 iu na ll ves 1 1 1 ay 
live on ilnvekie and eidixduek eggs cull- 
ed from the inlands of Ihu lake*, mid the 
ulf-shuro islands of Ilia bay, where ihey 
breed, Tho birds themselves are not 
m n el i hunted; but, late in thu Fall, 
when the ducklings ami dovekiu squabs 
have hard work escaping Iho ravenous 
hands nT the little children, large amii- 
bers of fl.'i'iii tiro raught nnd devoured.

This 
Is to bo nn Influence on (ho side of 
conservatism, the ehloot self-restraint, 
the sldo of peaceful and reasonable 
life, the side which the temper of the 
times has caused men least to culti- 
vate. The practical sldo of female 
education has been greatly dwelt upon 
na if a prico could be put upon it, but
